>their best to describe what's happening from the listener's point of

The hang AGC circuit is basically the usual fast-attack slow-decay (usually 
with slower decay than usual) with an additional discharge circuit that will 
rapidly discharge the AGC loop (before the slow decay slowly returns the 
receiver to full gain) after a set time period (the hang time). 


The effect is as follows: A signal is received, the fast attack sets the 
receiver gain as required, with a slow decay that provides a nice s/n ratio 
and a constant AGC voltage dependent on received signal. The receiver gain 
does not ramp up quickly as the agc decays due to the long decay time 
constant. This makes for very good SSB and non-QSK cw reception, without 
noise reappearing between speech fragments or cw characters. The 
disadvantage to a very long decay time is that the receiver would take a 
very long time to reset after the received signal disappeared, a couple 
seconds or more. So you miss the first few words of the next guy in the 
roundtable if he happened to have a weak signal. 


The second timing loop (hang loop) is based on recovered audio, although it 
could be derived from the IF signal like the main AGC loop. For SSB/CW 
reception, input to this loop is usually taken at the top side of the AF 
gain control. The effect is that receiver gain remains constant until the 
actual recovered audio disappears for a period of time greater than the hang 
time setting, and the receiver returns to full gain rapidly (much faster 
than if the slow-decay were allowed to time out slowly). 


This fast-recovery loop (hang loop) can also be tied to the T/R switching. 
I like it because it allows direct monitoring of my local CW signal but lets 
the receiver recover quickly when I switch to receive mode. 


With an adjustable hang time, things can be adjusted to allow near-full QSK 
operation, with the receiver recovering to proper gain between cw characters 
or words (this assumes some sort of electronic antenna switching, T/R or pin 
diode style). For SSB ragchewing, the time can be extended to allow very 
smooth monitoring, with no receiver gain changes between words, until the 
sender pauses in speech. 


Note that all of the above provides no particular advantages in AM 
reception, but it's great for SSB/CW. 


With the main IF-derived AGC in the R390A modified to provide a 
fast-attack/slow-decay operation (diodes across the charging resistors as 
previously described), the secondary line audio channel can be used for the 
hang loop. I'm using a P-channel FET to discharge the AGC voltage through 
the hang loop on my 390A#1, although a triode can also be used to maintain 
the hollow state approach. 

I prefer the main AGC loop to be IF-signal derived, to avoid the pop 'n 
click effects of an all-audio derived system that can make CW a pain (my 
early Ten-Tecs suffer from this shortcoming). I want the main AGC capacitor 
to charge rapidly even if I am listening to a low-frequency CW note (which 
is where AF-derived systems lose it). Since the hang/discharge loop is 
based on received information (speech or cw note) it lends itself to an 
audio-derived circuit. Attack time for the hang loop isn't important, as 
the main loop has already set the AGC voltage for reception. 


I hope the above isn't overly confusing. It's a lot more fun to use than 
describe <g>.

A few points on setting up a bug, learned me hard way, from too many late 


hours at speed on the tail end of the wee small hours on 200 meters an' down... 


1. My best operating swing on the lever arm occurs when the lever arm is 
adjusted both right and left so that the swing is approximately equal 
to the thickness of the paddle thumb knob plate. This is roughly a 
little over 1/16 inch, measured at the end of the paddle thumb knob 
plate. 


2. If you are after some slo speed sending, the adjust the weight as 
far out as it goes, and clip a plastic or wooden clothespin to the 
protruding thumbscrew on the weight. It slows it down about 15-25%. 
Two such pins walk the dog at novice speed. 


3. Once set up to send, carefully adjust the dit contact closer into 
the lever than you think, by actually listening to the signal sent 
into a dummy load on a separate receiver or freq meter or monitor 
(all boatanchorites do this anyway, right?). If your rig is relay 


keyed (and this includes all modern rigs), then the odds are good 
that your dit weight is under what the sidetone would let you think 
it really is. Nothing is worse than a good bug at speed spitting 
dits like a bat outta hell! CHECK your dit weight carefully, on 
each transmitter you run. It only takes a couple of seconds as you 
set up for the night's run on watch at the key. 


4. Cut a fistfull of slips of paper (use 100% cotton or linen paper only) 
about a half inch wide and several inches long, and keep handy in a 
phial near the ops condsole. At the beginning of each night's watch, 
draw two from the phial. Use one to clean the dah contact by inserting 
the paper into the space between the contacts, closing the contacts 
gently by mild finger pressure, and drawing the paper ONCE through the 
contacts. Do likewise for the dit contacts. 


5. Occasionally check the trunnion bearings for proper tightness (just the 
ever so slight ability to move the lever arm up and down from the 
damper end, just the slightest smidgin). Tighter than that will make 
the return swings at QRQ speed abysmal. 


6. Every blue moon or two, take of clean and clear rubbing alcohol, a small 
swab's worth and hit the bearing races and the junction of the dit and 
dah levers on the trunnion therewith, to keep the bearings clean and 
snappy in their action. 


Heed these tidbits o' wisdom well, and a fine QRQ bug will you keep, for 
a lifetime's QRQ action at speed on the midwatch amidst the fine and gentle 
glow of yer knoble and knimble Boatanchors.

I haven't heard a 390, but it is certainly true that the sharp mechniacal 
filters of the 390A can me audio sound very harsh under certain conditions. 
If the audio has significant energy (lots of treble) at the edge of the 
filter's bandpass, then it excites "ringing" and you get it as high-frequqncy 
noise at the bandpass edge. 


I know of two ways to avoid it. First, use a wider BW than the signal has. 
This lets in more QRN and QWM but delivers the best fidelity and clarity. 


The other is to use an outboard audio amplifier with a tone control or 
graphic equalizer or (best) parameteric equalizer to cut off the treble 
response a little bit short of where the rx's bandpass filter cuts it off. 
THis will cut out the ringing harshness. 


I've xheardx that the 390°’s straight L-C IF filters are less harsh, 
but that's for owners to say. --mike k w9nrd

I have used soap and water as well as Windex (no ammonia) without any adverse 
effects. The Drake dial markings appear to be reasonably robust. 


Only way I know of to get in between the dials is to remove the front panel 
and disassemble the dial mechanism. There are a couple of different types 

so its hard to tell you precisely what to do. In any event as long as you 
make careful notes while taking things apart, its relatively straightforward 
to get it all back and working again. Also gives you an opportunity to adjust 
the mechanism to your liking (tension of the split gears, etc.) and do some 
lubrication (Drake recommends avoiding the white, Lubriplate, types of grease). 
I'd suggest something like PhonoLube. Apparently, Lubriplate can make the 
plastic gears swell.

Gang, 

Maybe about a year ago, I believe it was Bob that described the construction 
of a sideswiper. A few months ago, I actuall built one of these things and 
although I haven't put it on the air yet(my code stinks), I like the feel of the 
thing. I used an aluminum plate for the base, two insulated 6-way binding 
posts, two small brads, a piece of lexan rod for a standoff, and a strip of 
beryllium copper for the leaf. The lexan rod has a slot in the top to hold the 
copper strip. The other end has a tapped hole and is screwed to the aluminum 
plate. The binding posts are mounted in the plate and are placed symmetrically 
on either side of the copper strip. Put a small brad(nail) through the hole in 
each post, adjust them for proper "feel", and tighten down the post cap. Wire 


the two binding posts together for one lead of the key and solder the other lead 
to the copper strip. I also put a piece of heat shrink on the end of the strip 
for a handle and to keep from shaking hands with the keying voltage on some of 
those old rigs. Grab a hold of the copper strip and wiggle it back and forth to 
make the dahs and dits. The operation feels more natural to me than trying to 
tap out the code on a standard key. When I practice the code(not very often), I 
move my hand as if I was operating the key. It seems to help. Bob, care to add 
anything else?

Assuming that the cabinets are not _specific_ to the 390A (i.e., any 
rackmount radio physically the same depth could fit), I'd be interested in 
knowing your price. 


One thing to keep in mind, however, is heat. Metal cabs dissipate heat much 
faster than wood, so can be used without forced ventilation. Unless 
sufficient ventilation is provided in the form of grillwork (top and sides), 
you'll probably have to plan on using a muffin fan and providing air intake 
and exhaust ports.

While trying to calibrate a scope, I saw that the output of my 

HP 200AB audio oscillator got more severly distorted as it went 
below 100 cps. The 6K6 output tubes were showing some positive 
grid voltage (but not higher than the self biased cathodes) due 
to the infamous black capacitors. The one with more grid voltage 
was drawing all the current, as measured by voltage drop in the 
output transformer windings. Quicker than you can type super 
callafrag - you know, I had replaced the caps. But, the unbalance 
remained. Both tubes test fine on a simple emission tester. The 
unbalance changes sides if you swap tubes. I haven't yet found 
more 6K6's to try - but the emission test says I don't need to. 
I'm pretty sure the distortion is caused by the unbalanced DC in 
the transformer primary. One side carries about 30 ma, the other 
about zero, based on a 1000 ohm resistance each side of center. 
The amp is rated at 1 watt into 600 ohms. 


Anybody else have tubes with good emission that are so far out of 
balance?

I've another question 
that this $2 box of tubes has generated: How do firebottle aficionadoes 
approach the problem of unlabeled tubes? Just chuck ‘em? But, there may 
be a perfectly good 2625, or 45, or... headed for the trash. 


For example, one of the tubes I acquired was in a Mullard box which was 
marked "EF86 / 6267". The tube itself, despite vigerous rubbing on top of 
my head, yielded no information, other that the fact that it is the right 
shape and has the correct number of pins for a 6267. I could see a 
perforated screen inside which is connected to pins 2 and 7, and my GE 
Essential Characteristics tells me the 6267 has an "IS", internal shield, 
presumably, connected to those pins, so I may be in luck here. If the right 
pins show continuity for a filament, I'll probably feel confindent enough to 
drop it in the TV-7 and see what happens. But what if there are no obvious 
clues? I'd appreciate any suggestions.
